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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that the prior art reference 
NIEDERAUR (WO 01/32072) fails to anticipate the claimed invention because NIEDERAUR fails to disclose a preformed ceramic scaffold 
structure. However, the prior art reference discloses a preformed scaffold structure comprised of ceramic and polymer. Since Applicant 
has used the transitional phrase "comprising" the claim limitation does not preclude the scaffold from containing any other material 
besides ceramic, i.e. a polymer. 
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
